The bill provides that 
he would be paid by CIA a sum representing the difference between 
his military pay and the salary established for Deputy Director 
of the agency. As of March 83, 1953, General Cabell had not been 
confirmed as Deputy Director, This will take a few more days. 


As you know, Cabell has been cooperative and friendly 
with the Bureau, He already has commented to the Liaison Agent

Its | 
repercussions, it was said,, might 
seriously affect Secretary Dulles’- 
futme relations with Congress. 

White House Intervenes 
Holding a key role in the affair 
was Sen. McCarthy of Wisconsin, 
chairman pf the Senate investi¬ 
gations committee, who had an-- 
nounced in t^e morning that Mc¬ 
Leod would be interrogated ini 
executive session at 2 pin. ‘*on a 
matter pf extreme importance.’’ 
McCarthy firmly refused to com¬ 
ment on the nature of the ques- 
tioningnor to diSgtSs*G^y phases 
of the situation. . 


McLeod, after a. Whitr^HSOSg* 
interview with, the President, did 
mot show up for the hearing and 
it was called off. Meanwhile, the 
services of Vice President Nixon 
were enlisted as an intermediary. 
McCarthy was under tremendous 
pressm*e not to summon the angry 
McLeod. It was reported that he 
would insist upon .questioning 
McLeod today. 

The Senate foreign, relations 
committee Wednesday unanimous¬ 
ly'approved the nomination of 
Bohlen after Dulles had spent 
four hours in closed session de¬ 
fending the appointment and de¬ 
scribing the veteran diplomat as 
“the best available person we 
could think of.” 

Debate on the nomination is 
scheduled for next Monday in the 
Senate. Senators Bridges (R) of 
*New Hampshhe and McCarthy 
have announced they will oppose 
the selection of Bohlen. Sen. Fer¬ 
guson (R) of Michigan, a commit¬ 
tee member whp voted for Bohlen, ; 
reserved the right to cSliange his | 
mind if the floor debate develops : 
any new facts. 

Summary Not Shown 

Yesterday’s sizzsling exchanges 
centered: on Dulles’ version of a 
lengthy FBI report on Bohlen, the' 
first ever made in Iris 24-year ca¬ 
reer. Dulles did not show the com¬ 
mittee a summary of the repoi^t, 
but conveyed his own interpreta¬ 
tion, which was said to have con¬ 
flicted sharply witlr that reached 
by security chief .M:cLeod. 

' McLeod, a former FBI man,' 
took his new post several weeks 
ago and embarked on a swift 
clean-up wliich resulted in the fir¬ 
ing of eight homosexuals from the 
State department as security risks.

T he job of determining: what is 
going on inside Russia—a fact of 
critical importance to this coun- 
. try as mysterious moves take place be- 
^ hind the red-brick walls of the Krem-“ 
lin—is in the hands> of America's 
''silent service.” That organization is 
the Central Intelligence Agency, whose 
' business is collecting every shred of 
1 fact, rumor and speculation we can lay 
r our hands' on. Such intelligence comes 
• into C. I. A.*3 unpretentious Wash¬ 
ington headquarters these days in 
countless trickle^ and driblets from 
^ coimtless sources. It is the task of the 
. C. I. A. to sort out these fragments 
and reassemble them into an intelligible' 
and coherent picture. 

» The man who directs the job, Allen 
Welsh Dulles, younger brother of the 
1 Secretary of St^ate, is thoroughly 
\ I steeped in both the cloak-and-dagger 
^ and the striped-pants techniques neces¬ 
sary in this ticklish kind of work. Yet 
he looks neither like an undercover 
agent nor like a diplomat. Even in ac¬ 
tion he manages to preserve the com¬ 
posure as well as the look of the head¬ 
master of an English boys’ scho51. His 
buoyant friendliness even when the 
pressure is on, which it often is now, 
enhances the illusion. 

A career man, Dulles is the first ci¬ 
vilian Jto_^fea^ qur secret intelligejice 
^sfem. At 69 hT^islitiie.and active," 
a little above average height and with 
a slight bookish stoop to the shoulders. 
He has a high Intellectued forehead sur¬ 
mounted by a' tidy thatch of sparse 
gray hair, and he wears a close cropped 
gray mustache. His clothes have the 
expensively casual look of Seville Row 
and his teeth are usually clenched 
aroimd the stem of a thick briar pipe. 
His appearance and manner, in fact, 
are rather disarming in an office where 
virtually every desk drawer and waste¬ 
basket seems to be tagged with the 
stem reminder, "CLASSIFIED.” 

\/When he is seen at his ease^in the 
quiet eleg:ance of his old house in 
Georgetown, (a few blocks away from 
that of his brother, Foster) there is 
no intimation that his head is packed 
with more explosively secret infor¬ 
mation than that of perhaps any other 
official in Washington. A man of 
cultured tastes and cosmopolitan in¬ 
terests, he is an animated, conversation¬ 
alist on almost any topic except the 
one he knows most .about—the inner 
workings of the C. I. A. When the talk 
veers in that direction he adroitly 
changes the subject, or, failing, pre¬ 
serves a grim and disapproving silence. 

The model for an effective and effi¬ 
cient secret intelligence system has al¬ 
ways been the "silent service” of the 
British Foreign t)ffice. Here the expe¬ 
rience of some 300 years of continuous 
maneuvering in the devious and shad¬ 
owy bypaths of international diplomacy 
has developed a background of high

of luisurpassed loyalty. 

Tt was not until the outbreak of 
World War H that this coimtry began 
some, feverish and elaborate improvisa¬ 
tions to create a strategic intelligence 
system as contrasted with the conven¬ 
tional but outmoded "battlefronty intel¬ 
ligence of Army G-2 and the Navy's 
p. N. I. And it was not until 1947-that 
the undertaking was given form^'and 
jpermanent status when the C; 'L ^ was 
created under the National S^i^ty

Act. But in those intervening five years 
the C.I.A. which Allen Dulles now 
runs has achieved a place in world 
esteem where it commands the respect 
of even the British, whose system it 
has unblushingly adapted in so many 
important respects. 

Like its mentor and coimterpait, the 
C.LA. Is.a central clearinghouse for 
the forei^ intelligence coUeqted by 
other agencies of the Government—the. 
State Department,, the Army, Navy and 
Air Force, and so forth. Moreover, it 


has it« own system of collection to fill 
in the gapsj most of It "white,” which, 
is to say conventlonaL but some of it 
"black,” which may be as unconven¬ 
tional as tho urgency of the particular- 
situation requires. As an agency of the 
National Security Council, it is senior 
in the field of intelligence to every other 
branch of government and its reports, 
therefore, have unmistakable force and 
authority. 

C. X. A. is certainly the biggest (ift 
not universally recognized as the best}| 
national intelligence service in thef 
world. Hard facts about it are con4 
cealed under the inevitable cloak of 
secrecy but it Is belieVpd to have be¬ 
tween 10,000 and 15,000 people on Its. 
payroll here and abroad. Its central 
headqueirters spread over some thlHy 
buildings here in Washington (none of 
which is so identified by the familiar 
government building signs) and there 
are branches in every important city in 
this coiintry and throughout the world, 
at least outside the confines of the Iron 
Curtain. The size of its annual app^-. 
priation is secret and impubllshed* in 
the usual budgetary documents.

The C. X. A. produces regular and 
special intelligence estimates for the • 
President and the chiefs of-agencies 
directly concerned with foreign affairs 
and internal security. But Its principal 
“consumer” is ite parent organization, 
the National Security Council, where 
its reports become the principal Ingre¬ 
dient in the formulation of high-level 
national policy. The C. I. A. Director 
participates regularly in all N. S. C: 
delibera&ons. Although he is not a 
statutory member of that body, his 
influence upon its decisions scarcely is 
exceeded by any of those who are. 

^^LLEiN DULLES got into the spy 
business almost,as soon as he got out 
. of Princeton. It was in 1916, when, 

^ as a 23-year-oId funcUonary in the 
United States Ehnbassy at Wenna,>'he . 
was given the job of making cdntact 
with the dissident forces in Austria 
who were trying to upset that couii- 
try’o World War entente witl^ <3er- 
inany. His career reached a dramatic 
climax almost thirty years later when, 
as chief of the Office of Strategic Serv¬ 
ices in Switzerland, he subverted Hit¬ 
ler's generals in ^northern Italy Into 
surrendering (Oontinued on Page 63)

received at his apartment late 
one night, after much devious 
negotiation through interme- 
diari^, was one “George,” A 
■squat, bald-headed, stubborn¬ 
ly belligerent man, he was a 
minor official in the German 
Foreign Office. In his officisil 
capacity he had access to most 
of the secret communications 
that' flowed into Berlin from 
the far-flung outposts of the 
Nazi espionage network. He 
hated the Nazis with a con¬ 
suming passion and saw their 
destruction as the only means 
of saving his beloved father- 
land from ruin. He wanted to 
establish a reliable contact 
with the Allies and^do what 
he could to shorten* the war 
by hastening the Nazis* de¬ 
feat 

During the next two ye^s 
“George” directed a streEun'bf 
more than 2,000 documents 
from the innermost sanctum 
of the Foreign Office across 
the desk, of the American spy 
chief in Bern, 

“George’* probably was the 
most valuable and the most 
prolific source of secret intelli¬ 
gence out of Germany that 
the Allies had during the 
entire war. He told of the 
location of a secret radio 
transmitter in the German 
Embassy in Dublin that was 
used to direct submarine raids 
on Allied shipping. He , dis¬ 
closed elaborate plans to trap 
a large troop convoy about to , 
sail from New York in time 
for American officials to re¬ 
route the ships. He warned of 
General BYanco’s preparations 
to smuggle large quantities of 
badly needed tungsten to Ger¬ 
man war plants. And it was 
he who uncovered the sinister 
Cicero DieUo, the Nazi ^ spy 
who was. valet to the British 
Ambassador at Ankara. 

.^^LMOST unknown to the. 
American high command in 
the early years of the war was 
.the existence of a daringly 
determined imdergroimd move¬ 
ment witl^ Nazi Germany 
itself. It was composed largely 
of liberals and Intellectuals, 
but it had sOso attracted a 
significant cadre of generals 
of the Wehrmacht and high 
civilian officials of the Third 
Reich. 

Dulles established liaison 
with the leaders of “Break¬ 
ers” (the code name by which 
* the undergrmmdwas known In * 
seciret Allied communications) 
through Hans Bemd Gisevius 
in the eqrly months of 1943. 
Gisevius was ostensibly a Ger¬ 
man vice consul in Zurich. In 
reality he was a member of 
the Abwehr, the German coun¬ 
ter-intelligence service, and 
more Importantly still, he was 


a ringleader in Uie consplrueyv 
to assassinate Hitler. 

Dulles kept Washington 
fully Informed of the progress 
of “Breakers.” The conspira¬ 
tors sought desperately for 
some reassurance that if. the 
German people themselves did 
away with Hitler and Nazism 
the Allies would consent to 
terms less stringent than.“un- 
conditional surrender,” which 
m.eant surrender to the Rus¬ 
sians as well. 

Dulles urged on his superiors * 
some concessions to this goaL 
He believed there was a real 
prospect that the plotters 
could carry through their au¬ 
dacious scheme to do away 
with Hitler and seize control 
of the- army and the Govern¬ 
ment in one furious, desperate 
stroke. That this reassurance 
was never given may have 
contributed, he now' believes, 
to the failure of the con¬ 
spiracy. 

A BOMB was exploded at 
Hitler's feet in his secret head¬ 
quarters in East Prussia on 
July 20, 1944. Der Feuhrer 
was seriously wounded, but he 
struggled alive from the 
wreckage of the building. This 
mischance Uurew- other ele¬ 
ments of the plot into confu¬ 
sion—the communications cen¬ 
ters were never seized, and 
the Wehnnacht elements 
which were poised to t^e over 
vital Government centers in 
Berlin^were’ held in their 
barract^. ; 

It was the knowledge arid 
contacts gained through 
“Breakers” which enabled 
Dulles, late in 1944, to estab¬ 
lish secret channels into the 
High Command .of the Ger- 
riian forces stubbornly retreat¬ 
ing before the United States 
Third Army up the Italian- 
boot. And it was to DuUes’ 
agents (who had established 
themselves with secret radio 
transmitter in Milan) that the 
Germans—in April, 1945— ‘ 
gave the word- they were 
ready to meet with Allied 
commanders to arrange ca¬ 
pitulation.

Reference is made to my memorandum of April 23, 1953, 
captioned, '’Central Intelligence Agency, Administrative Changes” 
wherein information was set forth indieating that the captioned 
individual was succeeding Loftus E, Becker as Deputy Director, 
Intelligence, Central Intelligence Agency, As set forth in the 
referenced memorandum, the Bureau files were being reviewed 
concerning Amory, Referrai/consuit

to 1947, He stated that he resigned' from this organisation ’’because 
of anti-universal military training and anti-MacArthur bias of this 
organisation,” As you 'know, the American 'Veterans Committee was a 
target for Communist infiltration. This infiltration was reportedly 
successful in certain local chapters. In 1948 the organisation 
adopted an anti-Communist stand, Amory also admitted that he was 
a subscriber to the ’’National Guardian” which he described as a 


’’left-wing paper which I read merely to be aware-of the Communist 
Party line and the extremists’ views on current affairs. In no 
way do I support its editorial or news point of view,” The 
California Committee on Un-American Activities described the 
’’National Guardian” as a publication which, from its inception, 
was Stalinist in its staff, writers, management, and content. 

In his Personal History Statement Amory admitted that in 1946 or 
1947 his wife made a small contribution (believed to be §3) to 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, He explained that his 
wife made the contribution in ignorance of the ’’true composition” 
of the organisation. He indicated that his wife was of the belief 
that the afore-mentioned organisation assisted displaced persons. 

The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee was cited as coming under 
the Purview of Executive Order 9835, (116-362245) 

The Bureau received information from the Los Angeles 
Office by letter dated April 8, 1953, indicating that Mrs, Thomas M, 
Sawyers, nee Leonore Amory, of Ontario, California, had been 
involved in a bitter argument with Mrs, Gerene Appleby Harnish, 
publisher of the ’’Daily Report” a newspaper in Ontario, California, 

The Los Angeles letter indicated that Mrs, Sawyers was the sister of 
the captioned individual, Mrs, Harnish advised the Los Angeles Office

''being a liberal I am in sympathy with philosophical Communism^ the 
Lenin type," She also allegedly stated, "My belief is from each

information received from Los Angeles indicated that both Mrs, 

Harnish and Mrs, Sawyers had been active in the affairs of the 
Republican Party and they apparently did not get along, 

( The files reflect that Amory is a graduate of Harvard 
law school and he served as a professor at that institution from 
October, 1946, to March, 1958, He has been with the CIA since

The Sabotage Desk has advised me that we are 
not aware of any series of incidents which could properly 
be described as "the mysterious series of fires originating 
in naval ports.," There have been no recent fires of any 
consequence reported as possible sabotage insofar as naval 
installations are concerned, It will be recalled that there 
were some serious fires in British ports one of which 
recently destroyed the "Empress of Canada," a passenger 
ship in the harbor of Liverpool, England. 

RECOMMENDATION 


It is recommended that CIA be contacted through 
liaison to discreetly determine if CIA is conducting any 
investigation of any possible sabotage in the United States 
since this is a matter within the Bureau's jurisdiction.
